REMARKS 

Claims 36-39 are pending. Claims 1-35 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. The Applicants have herein amended Claim 36 and added new Claims 38 and 39. 
Allowable Claims 36 and 37 

The Applicants note that the Examiner indicated that Claims 36 and 37 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. The Applicants have rewritten Claim 36. The 
Applicants thus submit that Claim 36 is allowable and that Claim 37 is allowable at least because 
of its dependence on Claim 36. 
New Claims 38 and 39 

The Applicants note that new Claim 38 and 39 differ from allowable Claims 36 and 37 
because Claim 38 recites "a memory channel" rather than "a remote memory channel" as recited 
in Claim 36. The Applicants believe that new Claims 38 and 39 are allowable over the art of 
record.
